DEPARTURE OF THE EX-CHAMPION, 


He Batters Dan Murphy’s Hat, Then Falls 
into Innocuous Desuetude. 

New Orweans, La., Sept. 8.—Sullivan was 
kept in seclusion at the Gymnastic club until 
about 5 o’clock, when he was carried in a cab 
to his hotel, Arrangements had been made 
for the homeward journey. The Pullman 
sleeper Galena had been chartered by the 
Sullivan party and others who were going in 
the same direction. The car was placed in the 
regular Queen and Crescent express due to 
leave here at 8:20 p. m. At 7:45 this evening 
the Sullivan party took carriages at their hotel 
ana started for the depot, which is two or 
three miles away from the heart of the city. 

Sullivan, Casey, Johnson, and Wakely 
drove in one carriage and the hired men of the 
party with pharaphernalia came along behind 
in procession. At 8:15 Sullivan in his dark 
cutaway suit and with his battered face shad- 
owed by the rim of a derby hat entered 
the car Galena.“ which bas bat 
one stateroom. This was allotted to 
Sullivan and Charley Johnson and the 
others filled the berths outside. The fallen 
ehampion had a cigar between his battered 
lips as he passed through the car. He walked 
fairly steady, and, being in a jocular mood, 
thumped a dent in Dan Murphy's handsome 
straw hat with a stroke from an umbrella 
which he carried. Sullivan proceeded at once 
to his stateroom, the Jap valet pulled off his 
shoes and coat, and the ponderous fellow sank 
down into a seat by the window with a sluinp.

If 
he knows you are coming he can brace himself 
and be prepared for you, but if he is off his bal- 
ance and you rush q he is at sea at 
once, andifa man can fast like myself he 
can send a man into the air at once. 
When I went into Sullivan in the third round 
I did not know where I was at all and I started 
him going from that time on. I am ready to de- 
fend my title against all-comers, but will not talk 
fight for some time to come, as I have a long the- 
atrical tour mapped out. Many were surprised last 
night at my apparent strength in the clinches, 
when I seemed to push Sullivan about easily. 
While I was stronger than ever before in my life, 
I was not any stronger than Sullivan, In clinch- 
ing alldependson the balance one has. Last 
night the moment I would close with Sullivan I 
could tell whether he was braced or not. If he 
was not I would push him with me and make 
him give ground. If I found him braced I would 
give ground and let him come with me. Sullivan 
has never treated me right. He has abused me 
at each and every opportunity, but that matters 
not now.

When I saw Sullivan fight Ryan in 1482 he was 
a wonder. If he had been tne same Sullivan I 
don’t think Mr. Corbett could have kept out of 
his way. He couldin those days jump ten feet 
backward. There was all tne difference in the 
world last night. When they shook hands last 
night I knew what it was going to be. Sullivan 
only landed one good blow, and that was in the 
tenth round, when he planted the right on Cor- 
bett’s jaw.

Bodies in Long Rows. 

Farther along from a carpenter’s wagon 
was being unloaded an installment of new 
coffins. But the most ape | sight that I 
have witnessed in this city of horrors was at 
the other side of the road, Here on the floor 
of a tumbledown shed were laid the corpses, 
just as they had been brought from the hospi- 
tals after death, of 120 2 women, and 
children. Most of these ies were ar- 
rayed in the coarse bed dress of the hospitals, 
but there were others in the tattered garmneuts 
in which they had been brought from their 
homes when stricken down, showing how 
— the deadly malady had done its 
wor 

These bodies were contorted in all sorts of 
shapes, just as death had left them. The body 
of one man who had died in a suit of under- 
clothes with stockings on had kuees 
drawn up almost to his chin, and as this cir- 
cumstance caused him to take up moré than 
his share of room on the floor of the shed he 
had been laid sideways and the bodies of two 
children were at his head and feet. The body 
of a woman was bent back nearly double just 
as she had died in an awful spasm, and others 
had their arms stretched above their heads as 
they had struggled before the vital spark left 

m. 

Among these corpses, staring with their 
dead eyes open, worked a dozen men straight- 
ening the rigid limbs intu shape and wrap- 
ping them about like mummies in the disin- 
tecting clothes in which they were to be 
buried. Each body was then fastened to a 
narrow board, reaching from head to feet, 
with Heavy string in order that it might re- 
main in proper shape, and then in a farther 
shed they were piled one above the other on 
racks until their coffins should be made ready. 
The comparison is a brutal one, but the racks 
with their enshrouded occupants reminded 
me of a packing-house where slaughtered 
sheep were being prepared for transportation. 

From the new mortuaty we droveto the 
general hospital in Lohmulen Strasse. I had 
visited this institution upon my arrival in 
Hamburg and had seen Dr. Yolasse, the head 
of the institution. He told me that it was im- 
possible for him to show me through the hos- 
pital, as it was absolutely forbidden both be- 
cause the physicians and attendants were so 
busy administering to the dead and dying and 
because it was attended by great risk to the 
visitor. 
Left Hope Behind Them. 

This day, Monday, a crowd was gathered at 
the outer gate of hospital and one ambu- 
lance carriage after another was bringing in 
patients. I caught glimpses as carriages 

of the terrified white faces of nen and 
women who believed as they drove under the 
arched rtals that they left hope behind. 
Many sf hem carriages were followed to the 
gate of the hospital by friends and relatives, 
who had run mules to catch what might be 
and probably would be a last glimpse of the 
afflicted. These were stopped in ali instances 
by the cordon of police on duty before the 
hospital, and before the great por ge | were 
sad-faced and weeping women and children 
mingling with the vulgar throng whom curi- 
osity had drawn to the scene. 

Inside the hospital on the occasion of my 
first visit I witnessed one of the pathetic 
scenes that are common enough in Hamburg 
just at present. A girl of 15 or 16 of the moat 
pronounced type of German blonde beauty, 
with tears running down her cheeks, stood 
with a letter in her hands begging one of the 
attendants to take it in to her mother. The 
attendant, a big, coarse-looking fellow, refused 
gruffly. While I was watching the scene one 
of the corps of physicians passed and said 
sharply: 

Why don’t you take that letter in?“ 

Her mother is dead and was taken away 
last night.“ whispered the attendant. 

Why don’t you tell the girl then?“ queried 
the doctor as he passed on. 

But the attendant, for all his familiarity 
with suffering and bereavement and for all 
his gruff manners and. coarse features, had 
not the heart to tell the weeping child the 
truth. When I left the hospital she was still 
waiting with the letter in her hand and great 
tears dropping down upon her calico gown. 

There was no difficulty in getting into the 
old hospital under Dr. St. Hamer’s auspices. 
He sent in his card and Dr. Yolasse at once 
came into the corridor and announced his 
willingness to show us the entire institution. 
He said that he had refused permission to 
admit the newspaper correspondents because 
one from a Vienna newspaper had published 
a report to the effect cholera patients 
were dying so fast that their bodies were 
stacked up like cord woud in the hospital. Dr, 
Yolasse explained that since the cholera 
epidemic had broken out all the other patients 

been removed from the institution except 
about five or ten who were too ill to bear 
transportation. 

Demands on Hospitals Too Great. 

The hospital was, however, soon full, and it 

ame necessary to prepare new accommo- 
dations, and as a result six barracks, capable 
of accommodating from twenty to thirty pa- 
tients each, were erected in the hospital yards. 

These were all filled, there being nearly 1,200 
cholera patients under treatment in that one 
place. No new cases were being brought in 
that day, all further patients being carried to 
the Neves Krankenhaus, in Oppendorf. 

Dr. Yolasse has forty-three physicians under 
him on his medical staff and 258 nurses and 
attendants. As we passed into the hospital 
yard two hearses drove in, and I noticed a 
great pile of coffins behind the barracks. 

Tes, said Dr. Yolasse, there are a few be- 
ing buried from here, but only twenty or thir. 
ty a day. a 

It was a pitiful sight that met our eyes as 
we entered the first barracks. On a double 
row of beds on either side of the room lay 
women in all stages of disease and death. 
The occupant of the bed nearest the door had 
drawn her feet up so that they almost touched 
the smail of her back. Her face was almost 
black and her * were turned so that only 
the M be seen. “ay She is not ya

dying —all but dead. . 

Next to the dymg woman's couch was that 
of a rather pretty ey gs with black eyes 
and hair, who watched her neighbor’s death- 
struggles with apathy and took no notice of 
the presenée ofstrangers. Farther down the 
room a Sister of Charity bent over the bed of 
a dying woman, and at the farther end two 
stout nurses were lifting a corpse from a bed 
to a stretcher, and they presentiy passed up 
carrying it out. Each bed contained a pa- 
tient, some of them writhing and moaning, 
others tossing restlessly, and still others seem- 
ing to rest quietly. e looked in at the doors 
of the other barracks, where the scene was 
much the same—dead and dying men and 
women and busy nurses and doctors.

Prof. Rumpf said that of all his staff of 
physicians nurses not one had been seized 
with cholera. In the Ohledorf Cemetery, 
where 260 men are digging and filling the 
graves of cholera patients day and night, only 
oue has esuccum to the disease, and of the 
hundreds of men who are employed taking 
cholera patients to the hospitals in ambu- 
lances and removing infected clothing and 
bedding from the houses, not one has, so far 
as reported, acquired the inalady. 

Russian Immigrants in Camp. 

After our visit to the new hospital, we drove 
to Sandthor Quai and took the police boat 
across the Elbe to Amerika Quai, where the 
barracks of the pra egg Soe Packet 
company are situated. ere 600 Russian im- 
migrants were awaiting the removal of the 
quarantire restrictions to go on to America, 
and in much more comfortabie quarters than 
the aristocratic prisoners of the Normannia 
in New York Bay. There are here commo- 
dious houses with a large yard, fine bath tubs, 
and water close by under the constant inspec- 
tion of the police. 

It is from these barracks, however, that 
Prof. Koch decides that the cholera epidemic 
started. He thinks that as all the water the 
immigrants there used, together with their ex- 
creta, was poured into the Elbe at this point 
without being disinfected that the cholera orig- 
inated with them. Dr. St. Hemer and Acting 
Consul Burke think that the disease was 
brought into Hamburg from Havre. How- 
ever that may be there are no cases of sick- 
ness among the 600 Russiaas on the Amerika 
Quai. 

One woman, who seefned very proud to be 
pointed out, had just been sent back from the 
old hospital in Hamburg. She was supposed 
to have the disease, but after two days under 
surveillance was sent back as a health 4 75 
son. All these immigrants are compe ty 
bathe at least once a week, and all seemed 

rfectly healthy during our visit yesterday.

Hamburg’s Infected Districts. 

I have visited the infected districts of Ham- 
‘burg—Stein strasse and Spitaler strasse. 
These streets are along the quays of the Elbe, 
Horn, and Hammersmask. ere the utmost 
desolation and misery prevail, and the resi- 
dents live in constant dread of the prevailing 
terror. The houses are wretched abodes in 
alleys that run into and abut upon alleys, and 
an odor of disease is in the air. A corre- 
spondent of a Berlin newspaper says that he 
has in Stein strasse seen children feasting 
upon vegetable refuse they found in the 
streets. I saw nothing of this kind. 

The same correspondent says that he visited 
a house the door of which was so low that he 
had to stoop to get in, and the staira of which 
were com of a ladder, with arope for 
banisters. Up this ladder he professes to 
have founda tiny room in which he could not 
stand upright, where lived, slept, and worked a 
shoemaker, his wife, his grown-up daughter, 
and five young children. I could not find this 
house, Nevertheless, nearly 3,000 people have 
died from cholera im Stein strasse alone, 
a percentage of onein thirty of the popula- 
tion. 

It is a pitiful thing to see these poor peo- 
ple gathered in groups in their filthy court- 
yards waiting in apathetic misery until the un- 
seen enemy shall clutch at their vitals. Some 
of these courts are in the real valley of the 
shadow of death. The visitor feels under a 
pall. There isa horror in the air, for no one 
can be sure that the next inhalation of the 
breath of life may not contain the germ of 
death. The police ambulances are never 
away far from the street, aud no man knows 
whether it will be himself or his neighbor 
who will next be borne tothe hospital, and 
thence to a graveyard trench in potter’s field. 

There is little doubt, however, that the 


plague is abating. The cold weather of the | 


last few days has done more to bring this 
about than anything elee, and, unless the dis- 
ease should obtain some new foothold where 
it has not already decreased the population, 
Hamburg may soon regain her former place 
in European civilization. 


TO EXPERIMENT ON SIAMESE, 


Pasteur’s Plan to Prove That His Theory 
of Inoculation Is Correct, 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Loxnox, Sept. 8.— Dr. E. H. Hankin, 
formerly a fellow-student with Dr. Haffkine, 
who believes that inoculation will afford the 
same protection against cholera that it af- 
fords against sinalipox, has been interviewed. 
Dr. Hankin is chemical examiner, analyist, 
and bacteriologist for the government in the 
northwestern provinces of India. Dr. 
Hankin says that while he was in Paris 
Haffkine was studying with Pasteur. Haff- 
kine at that time inoculated Dr. Hankin, 
himself, and several others, all of whom 
kept a minute diary of the symptoms. Dr. 
Hankin says that Pasteur hopes to persuade 
the King cf Siam to permit that he inoculate 
a considerable number of condemned Siam- 
ese criminals and then try to infect them 
with cholera. After the inoculation Pasteur 
would inject the most virulent cholera germs 
into the intestines of his subject. He is con- 
fident, Dr. Hankin says, that the subjects 
would survive the experiments, thus proving 
the success of inoculation as prevention 
against the disease. 

Berwin, Sept. 8.—From an official source I 
learn that the German Embassy in Paris re- 
ported the appearance of Asiatic cholera there 
as long since as June. Reports to the same 
effect are said to have reached London and 
Vienna.

The eight men who were taken from the 
Normannia in agony Wednesday had only the 
day before been taken back to the ship after 
a twelve hours’ stay on Hoffman Island, where 
they were scrubbed, fumigated, and disin- 
fected with all possible thoroughness. Along 
with some 500 others they were taken back to 
the Normannia in apparently excellent health 
and the following day they were prostratea 
with Asiatic cholera or something dangerous- 
ly like it. 

One of thehealth officials spoke of these 
cases rather lightiy, as if they were of little 
importance and not cholera at all. It was 
all the result of washi fellows, he 
said, laughing. The shock of such an unfa- 
niliar experience was too much for them. 
You can develop pretty much any disease by 
treating these unwashed emigrants wit! 
water. They caught cold, got cramps and di- 
arrhea, and that is all there is of it. It was 
not cholerine, but bathine.”’ 

Refuge for Cabin Passengers. 

The much-vexed question of the disposition 
of the Normannia’s and Rugia’s first and sec- 
ond class — * has been much simpli- 
fied by J. Pierpont Morgan, who has bought 
the Sound steamboat Stonington and offered 
to the State for this service. Following is tne 
letter sent by Mr. Morgan to Dr. Jenkins: 

Dr. W. T. Jenkins: The emergency which exists 
for extending immediate relief to the cabin pas- 
sengers on the Normannia and other ships con-

Dr. Jenkins said this morning that he had 
accepted Sandy Hook as a cholera refuge for 
the cabin passengers of the pest 1 He is 
endeavoring to purchase an Old Dominion 
steamer and has offered $70,000 for one. This 
steamer is to be used as a transport to the 
Hook. As yet no arrangements have 
been made for the transfer of 
the Moravia’s passengers. The doctor 
said that he-still hoped to obtain permission 
to use Fire Island also for cabin passengers 
and might send the Normannia’s passengers 
there, using the Old Dominion steamer as a 
transport. In that gase the Normannia’s 
steerage passengers would be removed from 
Hoffman Island to Sandy Hook, leaving the 
island clear for the Rugia’s and Moravia’s 
steerage passengers. In case Fire Island can- 
not be obtained the steamer may be used for 
the Normannia’s cabin passengers.

NORMANNIA’S PASSENGERS COMPLAIN 


One Woman Writes That She Will Go Mad 
if a Change Is Not Made. . 
relatives of Mrs. Jesse Tyson, a wealthy socie- 
ty woman of Baltimore, who is aboard the 
pest ship Normannia, received a letter from 
her today in which she graphically describes 
the wretched condition of things aboard the 
vessel. She writes that the ship is filthy, the 
servants too worn out to work longer, and 
that in a short time even the cabin passengers 
will be forced to go dirty, as their supplies of 
clean linen and other clothing have given out. 
The water is bad, not only disagreeable to the 
taste, but almost nauseating.

Complaint That Inspection of Vessels at 
Stettin Was Lax the Cause. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Sept. 8.—The Secretary 
of State today ordered the suspension from 
duty of James C. Kellogg, United States Con- 
sul at Stettin, and assigned the Vice-Consul to 
the duties of the office. This action, it is said 
at the department, grows out of the complaint 
of the health officers of New York Aug. 9 that 
the Consul was absent from his post and that 
the inspection of vessels from that port was 
very lax. Consul-General Edwards of Berlin 
was directed to proceed to Stettin and make a 

rsonal investigation and a report was called 

or from the Consul. These reports were re- 
ceived today with the result of the above an- 
nouncement.

Carter Harrison Says Republicans Are 
Needed in Time of Trouble. 

Kocxrorp, III., Sept. 8 [Special.] — Be- 
cause of yesterday’s rain the Prohibitionists 
and Democrats had a day together at the 
County Fair today. In the forenoon T. C. 
Richmond, candidate for Governor of Wis- 
consin on the Prohibition ticket, made an ad- 
dress. In the afternoon Carter H. Harrison 
of Chicago spoke for the Democrats. He 
said the Republican party wanted to govern 
too much, the Democrats believe in leaving 
people to do as please.

FIGHTING THE APPORTIONMENT. 


Glaring Inequalities of the Indiana Law 
Shown at Newcastle. 

Newcastiz, Ind., Sept. 8.—The apportion- 
ment suit was begun this morning before 
Judge Bundy. Attorneys Wishard and Fork- 
ner represented the relator. Attorney Wish- 
ard declared that while the apportionments of 
1885 and 1891 are grossly unfair that of 1891 had 
the effect of disfranchising a greater number 
of voters than that of 1885. He spoke of the 
disfranchisement of 10,000 voters in Marion 
County in its Senatorial representation under 
the act of 1885, but dwelt at greater length on 
the act of 1891. One of the most outrageous 


-features, Mr. Wishard declared, was 


prominence given to Brown County in its 
Senatorial representations That county has 
3,200 voters, while the unit for Sen- 
atorial representation in the State is 
11,020, and yet Brown County votes for 
two Senators. The inequality and unfairness 
of the apportionment of 1891 are strikingly 
demonstrated by the fact that 89, 000 voters of 
the State have the election of thirteen Sena- 
tors, while 145,000 voters are permitted to elect 
only eleven Senators. Mr. Wishard then 
passed to a citation of the constitutional pro- 
visions of the State and the opinions of the 
Supreme Courts of Michigan, Wisconsin, and 
New York. 


HELD IT CLASS LEGISLATION, 


Judge Hadley Decides Indiana’s Registra- 
tion Law Unconstitutional. 

Danvit1x, Ind., Sept. 8.—[Special. |—Judge 
Hadley has decided that the -registration 
features of the election law are unconstitu- 
tional. His decision is that the registration 
clause is class legislation, imposing a burden 
upon one class of citizens. The law is in con- 
flict with the Constitution in that it does not 
allow a voter to change his residence within 
fifty-nine days, while the Constitution allows 
him to move from precinct to precinct in 
thirty days. An appeal will be taken to the 
Supreme Court by the detendants. The suit 
was brought against the County Auditor and 
the Journal job printing company to enjoin 
the Auditor from issuing an order to pay for 
stationery needed by the clerk to comply with 
the registration law.

South Carolina Republicans Will Nominate 
a State Ticket. 

CHARLRSTOx, S. C., Sept. 8.—[Special.]—A 
call will be issued for the assembling of a 
State Republican convention at Columbia 
Sept. 29, and a serious effort will be made 
there to nominate a State ticket. It is said 
the party has pretty well settled upon Thomas 
B. Johnson, Collector of this port, as an avail- 
able candidate for Governor. There are 65,000 
negro voters registered and if they can be 
brought to the polls they will elect Johnson, 
owing to the lack of interest which usually 
prevails among the whites ata general elec- 
tion.

Seventy-five, people were crowded) into the 
little fifteen foot square up-stairs room at the 

Cook County morgue yesterday morning 

when Deputy-Coroner Monaghan announced 

that he was ready to begin the inquiry into 


the circumstances of the killing of Officers.

Officer William J. O’Donnell said he 
climbed: on the shed beside Powell despite 
Brown’s threat that he would kill him, and 
walked alongside that officer as Brown walked 
away from them seventy-five feet. Powell’s 
pistol was not in his hand. He drew it later 
and fired twice in the air, both men mean- 
while blowing whistles for assistance. Just 
as Brown jumped off the shed he heard a shot, 
but didn’t know who fired it. The officers 
followed Brown as he ran through the gate. 
O'Donnell corroborated Rice’s testimony that 
the latter tried to induce him to put up his re- 
volver. Powell got ahead of him while this 
parley went on. He described Powell’s shoot- 
ing, and did not think the officer shot first. 
Brown then fired at him. He returned the 
fire twice, then gave his attention to Powell, 
who was dying. 

Attorney Forrest subjected the officer to a 
hot cross examination. He nad testified that 
he and Officers Hartnett and Powell had agreed 
to be partners in the raid, They were told at 
the station that state and disorderly warrants 
were out, mentioning the names of Mike Mc- 
Donald and Hankins. But the orders of the 

olice were to arrest all inmates of the park. 
Under the shed on whose roof Brown defied 
the police O'Donnell overhauled two men 
whom he thought were suspicious characters, 
Attorney Forrest iaterrogated him closely as 
to why he didn’t arrest them if his ‘warrants 
covered all inmates. 

Because Isaw Brown with a drawn re- 
volver and thought he ought to be arrested 
first. 

He was sure Officer Powell didn’t fire the 
shot heard when Brown jumped off the shed. 
Mr. Forrest tried to make the witness say that 
the attempt to arrest Brown was unjustifiable, 
but O'Donnell insisted that a drawn revolver 
meant disorderly conduct. O'Donnell also 
identified the big pistol with which Brown did 
his deadly work. 

Attorney Forrest’s Point. 

Frank Swope, a country boy from Wiscon- 
sin, who up to a week ago drove a milk wagon 
on the West Side, gave an account of the 
shooting which he saw froma point on Lex- 
ington street. After Brown shot Powell he 
ran around the house and was shot by another 
officer, who also fell. The cross-examination 
brought out the statement that he saw Brown 
fire five shots in all. He was certain Brown’s 
first shot was fired outside the track. The 
first shot he heard was a light, sharp report. 

Attorney Forrest bounded to his feet and 
asked: ‘* Was it anything like the boom of 
Brown’s big revolver which you saw and heard 
him fire?’’ 

The witness said it was lighter. The attor- 
ney was elated at this and said that it was 
clear evidence that the first shot after the men 
leaped from the shed was rot fired by Brown. 

City Prosecutor Dibble objected to these 
questions in vain and also to a leading ques- 
tion which elicited from the witness a state- 
ment that he believed the whole trouble was 
precipitated by Officer Powell firing shots in 
the air while on the shed. 

William Cheas, a diminutive mulatto stable 
boy from Philadelphia, said that Brown fired 
at Powell while on the shed. Both sides ques- 
tioned the boy at length on this statement, 
but failed to shake it. It, however, did not 
appear to make a 8 impression. 

At 5 o' clock Deputy Monaghan announced 
that Juage Tuthill’s court-room had been se- 
cured for the rest of the hearing and an ad- 
journment was taken till 10 o’clock this morn-

Clark and 
Varnell conversed privately together for a 
moment and then Hankins went up and rang 
the bell.“ 

Lieut. John Wheeler testified: * I stood in 
front of the judges’ stand. Hankins pulled 
the bell and was arrested. ig, noisy crowd 
was there. They yelled: Throw the police- 
— out,’ and used insulting language to 

m. 

This closed the testimony for the defense. 
Attorney Sullivan moved that Hankins be 
discharged. Prosecutor Douglas claimed 
that the ringing of the bell was to call out the 
horses to race, and that it tended to develop 
disorder. The motion was overruled. 

James W. Duffy, called by the defense, tes- 
tified: “Iam chiefof special police at the 
track. I have been there a year, That bell 
is rung to saddle,“ not to come onto the 
track. Its ringing is notice to owners, train- 
ers, and jockeys. Horses are called to the 
track by the bugle. The bugleis not blown 
from the judges’ stand. 

Hankins in His Own Behalf. 

George Hankins, the defendant, testified: 
„ Tnat bell rings first in the afternoon at 
2:30 at the beginning of the races, and is a 
notice to horsemen. ‘T'wenty minutes later it 
is rung again, signifying all ready for the 
race.’ Then the bugle sounds * Ready,’ and ten 
minutes later the bugle call is to tne jockeys 
to mount. Besides this it is rung at the close 
of the races, giving notice to horsemen for 
next day's entries. Icallthe trackmen by ring- 
ing that bell. I ra the bell Saturday to 
call those trackmen, I wanted them to begin 
preparing the track for the next day’s races. 
The warrant on which I was arrested, which 
was read to me after my arrest, was dated 
and issued Friday, twenty-four hours before 
the time the act was done for which I was 
placed in custody.” 

On cross-examination he said: That bell 
never rings for jockeys except to call them 
back after a false start in a race. When I 
rang it Friday it would have been too late for 
arace. There was no judge inthe stand. Two 
of the judges had left the grounds. The har- 
rowmen and sprinklers work frequently all 
night on the tracks, and I merely wanted to 
put them to work. We had givga up all idea 
of any racing that day. 

Attorney Sullivan moved to discharge the 
defendant. This was overruled and argument 
followed. Sullivan said: There is no law to 
prevent a man from ringing a bell on his pri- 
vate premises to call a servant. That is this 
case. The only persons who cduld give orders 
and manage the races had gone away.”’ 

Prosecutor Douglas said: *“* Hankins’ testi- 
mony is enough to arrest 100 men on. There 
was a state of disorder existing at the track. 
People were excited. Pistols had been 
drawn.“ 

Attorney Sullivan—By the police. 

Douglas— Keep. out. Quit breaking in on 
my speech. The regular judge, a man from 
Kentucky at that, would not monkey with 
that bell. I want a judgment against the de- 
fendant. 

Judge Woodman said: I will announce 
my decision in this case Sept. 13, and the 
audience melted away.

WASHBURNE WRITES M’CLAUGH- 
RY A LETTER OF APPROVAL. 


Approves His Policy—The Deathblow 
to the Garfield Park Track—Friends of 
Both Officials Pleased and the Chief De- 
lighted, :

The Letter Not a Surprise. 

Supt. McClaughry received the Mayor’s let- 
ter about 2 p. m., just after he had returned 
from lunch. While he had not seen the 
Mayor for several days it is said that he did 
not expect any expression of disapproval when 
he did meet or hear from him, and conse- 
quently the communication was no surprise. 
At the same time, however, it was exceeding- 
ly welcome. The Mayor, as soon as he came 
in from Hizhland Park, was joined by several 
of his intimate friends, and it was not long 
before the messenger was sent with the letter 
to Supt.

Powers Ordinance Discussed.

The Powers substitute was 
passed on a vote of 38 yeas to 23 nays, and 
was promptly vetoed by the Mayor. Monday 
evening’s meeting will be the first one since 
the ordinance was vetoed. There is little 
probability that a sufficient number of votes 
can be mustered to pass the ordinance over 
the Mayor’s veto. The matter was mentioned 
to several leading Aldermen yesterday and 
they all expressed the opinion that the scheme 
would be defeated if tried. 


LITTLE TO SAY ABOUT THE LETTER. 


AlHankins Says He Thinks It Doesn’t Mean 
Much, 


Garfield Park officials had but little to say 
about the Mayor’s letter to General Superin- 
tendent of Police McClaughry, in which he 
indorsed the method taken by the Chief to 
suppress the game at their park.

THE MAYOR’S LETTER TO THE CHIEF OF 
POLICE, , 

Wednesday being convention day and the 

City Hall being comparatively empty the 

Mayor spent the day quietly at his suburban 


summer home. He thus had leisure to think 


over the Garfield Park matter and to reflect 
on the reports in and the comments of the press 
on the recent troubles, as well as the conflict- 
ing testimony of the Mayor and Chief. He 
found that the gamblers put only a bad con- 
struction upon the situatiou—namely: that he 
was under the control of one set of them and 
that the Chief of Police was under the control 
of another set, and thus they were working at 
cross purposes. He found also considerable 
acrid criticism against himself, much of which 
was unfair. Putting this and that together he 
could arrive at but one conclusion—namely : 
that the concentrated effort of the opposition 
was bent towards paralyzing the attempt of 
the Police Department to close that den of 
plunderers and vultures who have been flee- 
cing every victim that came into their clutches 
and running the Garfield Park so-called race- 
course wide open and safe from police inter- 
ference or the operation of the law which they 
have defied so long and contumaciously. 
When the Mayor reached the 
yesterday morning he had his mind 
made up and was resolved to grapple 
resolutely with the situation, His first 
official act was to indite the letter which ap- 
pears elsewhere to the Chief of Police; and he 
evidently write it with a two-fold purpose in 
view. First, he intended to put the Chief at 
his ease and to assure him of the Mayor’s 
backing, and to tell him to go forward in the 
good work of breaking up the den, so far as 


| the law will warrant him, and this he does in 


no uncertain manner. He says: 

I desire to say that I am in hearty sympathy 
with and approve the efforts and action of your 
department in such suppression. And I desire it 
to be understood. and I am sure yon do, as the 
fact is, that there is no difference between us on 
that score. And every effort which you have made 
and every proper effort which you will make will 
meet with my hearty approval. 

His second purpose was to stamp out at once 
the misrepresentations which have been made 
as to his position in this matter and silence 
false accusations set forward by his enemies 
by announcing in the most public manner 
that he was bound to carry out the pledges he 
had made, and to this end the public was in 
possession of the letter almost as soon as the 
Chief of Police. So far as the misunderstand- 
ing about the conversation between them is 
concerned the Mayor waives that one side as 
having no bearing upon the duty of both to 
suppress the infamous den at. Garfield Park. 


He says upon this point: 


details of a conversation occurring some weeks 
ago has no place in our common policy aud ef- 
forts to perform our duty and enforce the law. If 
we have been both annoyed in our efforts against 
one set of gamblers at Garfield Park by the al- 
leged interference of another set at Hawthorne 
Park, whichis beyond the city limits, such al- 
leged interference has never either inspired or in- 
fluenced our action in carrying out the law within 
the city. 

Thus it is certain that whether there are any 
differences or not between the Mayor and the 
Chief of Police they will be settled at some 
other time, and, as the saying is, out of 
court,” and that in this emergency they are act- 
uated by a common purpose—namely: ‘* The 
use of every means which the law has given 
the city authorities to suppress the evil in 
question. The public can rely on my en- 


tire approval and codperation in the vigorous 


enforcement of the law against the gambling 
at Garfield Park and elsewhere” is what the 
Mayor says. The sentiments of the Chief of 
Police are too well known to need quoting. 
The public, therefore, will now understand that 
these heil-holes will be wiped out if there is 
any way under the law to do it, and the gam- 
blers and their unsavory rabble of attendants 
may expect the same. The police will enter 
into the work with zeal, especially since the 
murder of two of their number while acting in 
obedience to their official duty. 

The gamblers have overreached themselves 
by their lying and slanderous accusations and 
their furtive attempt to traduce the Mayor’s 
motives. The fight is on to a fluish. The 
Mayor and Chief of Police are working to- 
gether harmoniously and resolutely. The law- 
abiding citizens of Chicago are behind them. 
There must now be no let up until this infa- 
mous and dangerous den is closed up and 
closed to stay closed. 


THE GAMBLERS DAMAGE SUITS MERE 
BLUFF. 

The very profitable nature of the gambling 
business carried on at Garfield Park can be 
understood from the desperate efforts made 
by its managers to continue it. The dividends 
must be enormous or those who pocket them 
would not subject themselves to public odium, 
fight the authorities so recklessly, spend so 
much money on lawyers, and utilize every 
dodge and device of the blustering bully. 

They have attempted to intimidate and de- 
moralize the Mayor by bringing damage suits 
against him and by threatening to institute 
more. They have announced that they would 
follow him up in the courts and get there 
“redress for the wrongs he had done then 
in the shape of “judgments which would beg. 
gar him.” 

That kind of gabble may frighten women, 
but it can have no effect on men, least oft all 
on a person like the Mayor, who is not merely 
a lawyer himself, but who is familiar with the 
temper of the community in which he lives. 

The Mayor knows, as does every intelligent 
man whose heart is larger than that of a chicken, 
that a jury cannot be impaneled in this coun- 


oftiver who had deprived gamblers of the 
gains they expected to make by fleecing the 
community should pay them damages there- 
for. When the jury learned that the com- 
plainants were grmblers; that their grievance 
was that their gaming “ hell” was closed ; and 
that what they sued for was the sum they 
would have made if allowed to keep it open, 
the jurors without waiting to hear from the 
defense would be ready to bring in a verdict 
in favor of defendant with a vote of thanks to 
him at the end of it. :

him, even for one dollar, for that which would 
have the most weight with the jury would be 
the fact that he had kept certain gamblers 
from carrying on an unlawful business, which 
is not only legally but morally offensive. 

And it it should happen that a jury pur- 
chased from tup to bottom returned a verdict 
in favor of the gamblers who had been in- 
jured by not being allowed to break the 
law and rob the fools the Judge would set it 
aside and grant a new trial. If the gamblers 
were to bribe him also the Supreme Court 
would find sufficient error to reverse and re- 
mand with stinging comments. It ought to 
be understood that when a law-breaker goes 
into court to sue a law-enforcer the former in- 
evitably gets the worst of it every time. The 
courte are not made to be used by him for 
such rascally purposes. 

Damage suits of this kind have been threat- 
ened against every Mayor Chicago has had 
since the days of Mr. Ogden who has en- 
forced the anti-gambiing ordinances and laws. 
Many suits have been begun, but damages 
have never been coliected to the amount of a 
dime, for the cases never were pressed to trial. 
The lawyers who had the gamblers’ cases in 
charge knew their weakness and rottenness. 
If the Garfield Park gamblers choose to 
spend money feeing lawyers there is no rea- 
son why they should not commence a suit 
daily for a million dollars against the Mayor. 
They might as well ask for a million dollars 
as for $50,000 or $5. Nothing should please 
him more than to have one of. those cases 
come to trial tomorrow. Then the plaintiffs 


| would be called on to show just what their 


loss had been, how matiy suckers had been 
driven away by the action of the police, and 
how much they expected to swindle éach one 
out of on the average. After the plaintiffs 
had shown how tnany clerks would have at- 
tended and of how much they would have 
robbed their employers, and how many 
mechanics would have been there and played 
in their week’s wages the minds of the jurors 
would be made up in favor of the defendant 
without leaving their seats.

THE PACIFIC COMBINE BURST--PERHAPS. 

The news from New York indicates that the 
trancontinental combination has probably 
received its death blow, and that at the hands 
of its friends. The Canadian Pacific is the 
last of three which have given notice of with- 
drawal from the compact, and the Santa Fé is 
expected to follow the movement. It is now 
promised that on and after the close of this 
calendar year the transcontinental lines will 
each be running on its own hook, and com- 
peting for business in a way that will give the 
public a chance of being served at fair rates 
instead of having to keep on paying the exor- 
bitant ones which have hitherto been exacted 
to the utmost limit of what it was supposed 
the traffic would bear. 

If this promise be realized the result must 
be a large increase in the interchange of com- 
modities between the citizens of the two sec- 
tions of the United States which are divided 
by the Rocky Mountains, and probably no 
small gain in the value of our commerce with 
other lands, while the settlement of the vast 
areas between the Missouri River and Sierra 
Nevadas will receive an awakening that must 
seem like a new life. It will at the same time 
abolish part of the iniquity by which the peo- 
ple have hitherto been made by that rob- 
ber combine to pay dividends on three 
dollars of water in capitalization for one dol- 
lar of cash paid in; for itis notorious that 
some of the bonds were absorbed by the vam- 
pires in addition to all of the stock, the pay- 
ments on the latter having been only the two 
per cent required to pay the preliminary ex- 
penses of forming the. combination for milk- 
ing the country. And the whole difference in 
revenue will or should be so much relative 
gain to the patrons of the lines and to the 
other interests that cluster around them. 


These will be tu them no restoration of the 


proceeds of 2 robberies, but if they can 
„begin fair they will have what a better 
man than Uriah Heep might regard as much 
to be thankful for.“ 

Still it may not be well to be too jubilant 
over the promise of reform. This burst- up 
between the combine ur rather its managers 
may prove little more than a passing cloud. 
Nearly four months have to elapse before the 
time named for the independent course of 
action talked of, and there is no certainty that 
within that stretch of time the quarrelers will 
not patch up a new peace the foundation of 
which will be the common greed that is loath 
to relinquish an enormous advantage and 
ever on the alert for some new one. There is 
no guarantee the fracture will not be healed; 
on the contrary every reason to fear that a 
regard for their own interests will lead them 
to sink minor differences and once more 
unite in common cause against the great pub- 
lic, which has been robbed and plundered to 
what one would think ought to be past the limit 
of human endurance. So it is not wise to 
hope for too much as a result of this quarrel. 
The promised relief will be a grand good 
thing if it come, but one need not be too san- 
guine about it so long beforehand. 


AFTER THE PUGILISTIC BATTLE. 


The outcome of the battle at New Orleans ö 


confirms the opinion expressed by Tuz Trrs- 
uNE a few days since that Corbett would be 
the winner. It was a triumph of youth, skill, 
agility, intelligence, and good generalship 
ever age, lack of science, and brute force; of 
one athlete who has taken care of himself, or 
at least has not had the experience in alco- 
holic dissipation of the other, over another 
who has recklessly abused by liquor: the vast 


strength and sound constitution which he 


possessed, The defeat is final and crushing. 
The ex-champion was outgeneraled, out- 
fought from start to finish. His weak point 
was unerringly detected, and all of his op- 


ponent’s force was massed on that point until 


the enemy was routed. Apparently the giant 


was helpless. He could not ward off the | 


blows directed at his nose or stomach; worse 


than that, he could not strike the old sledge- 


hammer blows which should have ended Cor- 
bett in the first half-dozen rounds. Age had 
stiffened his joints and whisky had ‘weakened 
his muscles and shortened his wind and piled 
unhealthy fat on his flesh. 

The result of the battle is that the ’Frisco 
man is now the boxing champion of the world 
and must fight all comers to retain that dis- 
tinction, and that Sullivan must retire into a 
saloon in the classic shades of Boston to medi- 
tate on the uncertainty of fame and ponder 
the pathetic wail of Wolsey: 

Farewell, a long farewell to all my greatness! 
This is the state of man: today he puts forth 
The tender leaves of hope, tomorrow blossoms, 
And bears his blushing honors thick upon him. 
The third day comes a frost, a killing frost; 
And when he thinks, good easy man, full surely 
His greatness is a-ripening, nips his root 

And then he falls, as I do. 

It is not difficult to predict the aftermath of 
the battle. As for Sullivan, “when he falls 
he falls hke Lucifer, never to hope again.” 
From being the cynosure of all eyes he has 
gone into permanedt eclipse. He has fought 
his last battle in the ring. He must retire 
from his long ustrionic career, for his ap- 
pearance on the stage would not draw a dol- 
lar now into the manager’s strong box. As 
he has never developed commercial, indus- 
trial, mechanical, or literary ability, he can- 
not be expected to come out strong in any of 
these directions. He nas had political ambi- 
tions, and at one time his admirers talked ot 


running him for Congress: as an ideal mus eu- 
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tor Corbett, his future is settled, tem- 
porari ly at least. What time he is not en- 
gaged in training for other battles and fight- 
ing to retain hig prize belt, he will attempt to 
exhibit himself as an ornament of the theater. 
It is understood that the Californian has had 
a play written for him and that he will 
go upon the stage. He will be a great 
actor from the very start; at least 
he will be a bold man who says 
he is not. Sullivan used to be a great actor, 
but now that he has been soundly whipped 
and put to sleep he will be set down as no 
actor at all. Until, therefore, Prof. Corbett 
is downed by some one he will stand upon the 
heights of dramatic fame as the great star 
actor of his time and the publie love of gossip 
will be fed by ingenious advertisements of his 
patent leatners and his pom pad our. Prof.” 
Sullivan therefore at once retires both from 
the ring and the stage. The San Francisco

The curtain has been rung down upon the 
Boston professor. The Pacific slope holds 
the belt.

TOUGH SILVER PROBLEM IN INDIA. 
It may puzzle some readers to understand 


why the Government of British India should 
be urgent in favorof suppressing the coinage 
of silver in thatcountry. Why should it be so 
strong in the conviction that this step must be 
taken as to render it advisable to call a spe- 
cial meeting of the British Cabinet to consider 
the matter? India is full of silver. It is esti- 
mated to have a billion ounces of the metal in 
circulation and one or two billions locked up 
in jewelry and treasure stores above or below 
ground, and any measure that would further 
depress the value of silver must make the peo- 
ple correspondingly poorer. . But there can be 
nd doubt that to suspend the coinage of the 
metal would cause a reduction in the com- 
mercial value of silver, and probably a great 
one, owing to the reduced market demand for 
it, India being the greatest absorber of silver, 
except the United States, for the last two 
years. The result could hardly be other than 
a knocking down of the rupee from its pres- 
ent value of 30 cents to 25 cents or less instead 
off raising it to the old par value of 48 cents. 
That would be about the same thing as mak- 
ing two of our silver dollars worth only one in 
gold. 

Evidently the people of India, those who 
own and hold the great bulk of the silver, do 
not wish for anything that would bring about 
such a result. Their interests lie the other 
way. If any one in the wide world can have 
a strong motive for wanting to sustain the 
present order of things, or to keep it up as 
well as may be, it must be the people of that 
country. But it is otherwise with the merchant 
class, and it is from them that the pressure 
comes on the government in favor of suspend- 
ing the free coinage of silver. Whatever 
capital they may have in business is deposited 
to'their credit on a gold basis. They have 
logt much money by the decline in the price 
of:silver, finding exchange going against them 
most of the time, and the selling class say it 
has long been impossible to dispose of goods 
tothe people except at a loss, as many of them 


will not and others cannot pay in silver the 


higher prices demanded by sellers who have 
purchased the property in gold. With the 
merchant it is not aqueshon of actual value 
of the piece of currency, but of gain or loss 
orf the process of passing through his hands to 
parties before and behind him a certain 
quantity of goods and the money paid for 
them. Hence he desires a stable currency, 


| and sighs for the adoption in India of a gold 


standard similar to that used in the British 
Isles. The English manufacturers and mer- 
chants who deal in goods which find a market 
in India have a like interest in demanding a 
stable currency in that country, and it is no 
wonder if the government feels the pressure a 
strong one, though to yield to it might im- 
peril the collection of the Indian revenue from 
people too poor to pay it except in silver. 

{t is hardly to be expected that the demand 
will be acceded to and that we shall have to 
face in this country the consequent further 
decline in the commercial value of silver. 
But if it should come there is only one way in 
which we could meet it with honor and with- 
out disaster. That is to determine to redeem 
in gold on demand all the paper currency and 
certificates for which the government is re- 
sponsible. The gold for this purpose must 
be procured, if need be, by the sale ofa 
sufficient number of the retired 4 per cent 
bonds till Congress can meet and authorize 
the sale of part or all the silver now in the 
Teasury or its payment on the basis of 
bullion value in redemption of all the silver 
paper that may be out against it. , There need 
be no fear of getting gold enough iu this way 
if it were understood to be the unalterable 
purpose of our government to redeem all its 
obligations in full. And it cannot affcrd to 
do less. Any other course would not only 
sink us in the estimation of the rest of the 
world, but work untold ruin at home. It 
would abolish at one fell swoop 50 per cent 
of our credits, public and private, and the 
rest would be terribly shaken by the con- 
vulsion, while even those who have counted 
on an advantage to be gained from a repudia- 
tion of nearly half their indebtedness would 
not get what they expected. If India should 
decide to suspend the coinage of silver we 
should have to face this problem in short 
order, and it is as well to consider the pos- 
sibilities of the case with endeavor to meet 
them should the emergency occur. 


CAPT. VOCKE’S NOMINATION AND SPEECH. 
Capt. William Vocke was nominated yes- 
terday for Representative in Congress by the 


Republican convention of the Fourth Con- 


gressional District, comprising the North Di- 
vision of Chicago, the City of Evanston, and 
the northern townships of Cook County.

It is evident that Majah” Jones, the 
writer of the above, isin full sympathy with 
the Democratic-Jeffersonian idea that the 
United States ought to devote itself to the 
raising of cereals, cattle, and cotton, and that 
Europe should do the manufacturing for this 
country; that this country should depend on 
the Old World for goods wares, and that 
the latter should look to the United States for 
its food supplies when it did not raise enough 
for its own consumption. 

The Republicans are unable to see the mat- 
ter in that light. They have not Mr. Jeffer- 
son’s abhorrence of mechanics and city peo- 
ple. They do not, like him, wish the largest 
city to consist of little more than a tavern, 
general store, blacksmith, tailor, and shoe- 
maker shops, court-house, and two or three 
lawyers’ offices, and a doctér. It seems to 
them more economic, generally, to have an 
article manufactured this side of the ocean 
than to send across the seas for it. It seems 
to them that if the man who makes an arti- 
cle which 1s to be consumed in this country 
is to be fed on American food, it is more 
expensive to send it 4,000 miles to him than it 
is to send it a few miles from the farm to the 
neighboring city where the workman dwells. 

If America has been in the habit of buying 
woolens, cottons, and silks of European make 
Republicans are unable to see why it is not an 
economic advantage to have the makers came 
to the United States. If they do every cent 
they earn will be spent in this country. They 
will buy all their food, clothing, fuel, and 
other supplies here. They will pay rent to 
American landlords till they buy homes here 
from Americans. If they remained in their 
old European homes they would purchase 
from the United States perhaps one-tenth of 
their food, but nothing else. 

It is difficult for Republicans, not being in- 
fluenced by any of Mr. Jefferson’s fantastic 
theories that this country would be happier if 
its people were all plowmen, cowherds, and 
hog-raisers, to see why itis a sufferer by the 
immigration of millions of men who set to 
work producing on American soil those things 
which Americans have been sending for 
across the ocean, paying for them in food 

stuffs when Europeans needed them and if 
they did not in gold or bonds. 

The economic theories of the Republic are 
not suited for a place as far north as St. 
Louis, where there are many foreigners and 
much manufacturing. The hostility to Eu- 
ropean immigrants which crops out in the 
above extract reveals the Southern Know- 
Nothing origin of the writer. The foreigners 
would not go South because slavery existed 
there, but swelled the population and business 
of the North. Hence the slave-owners looked 
on them with great disfavor. They wanted 
them to stay in Europe and continue manu- 
facturing for low wages cheap goods for the 
plantation hands. The Democratic party of 
the North has adopted the same Southern 
plantation idea, wants the foreign-born work- 
ingmen to return to Europe and resume toil- 
ing there, while this country will open its 
perts and take the goods they send over, and 
close up its own factories and stop manufact- 
uring in this country. The Northern Demo- 
crats have at last adopted that Southern Know- 
Nothing notion of political economy. 


WHAT ELGIN WOULD BE BUT FOR PRO- 
TECTION, 

Mr. Altgeld made a speech Labor. day at 
Elgin, oue of the most flourishing second- 
class cities in Illinois, which more than 
doubled its population between 1880 and 1890 
and has now fully 20,000 inhabitants. Its 
prosperity is due chiefly to the large watch 
manufactory established there twenty-six 
years ago and to the fact that it is the center 
of the dairying interests of Northern Illinois, 
The topic on which the Democratic candidate 
for Governor discoursed to a large audience 


of farmers and workingmen and ‘ther resi- 


dents of the city was, “ What does the party 
of which Iam a candidate offer as a remedy 
for the present unequal distribution of 
wealth?“ . 

The first and great remedy on which Mr. 
Altgeld dwelt at length and advocated was 
free trade. He did not hesitate or equivocate 
in his approval of that scheme. -In the lan- 
guage of the Chicago junior Democratic or- 
gan— : 

The speaker showed himself to be in full sym- 
pathy with the nauonal platform of his party 
adopted at Chicago, and particularly with that 


plank of it which denounces Republican protec 
tion and demands a tariff for revenue only. 


He told his hearers that the best thing that 
could happen for them would be the repeal of 
the present protective duties on imports so 
that European products may be admitted into 
this country as freely as they are inte “Great 
Britain. : 

But suppose the policy which Mr. Altgeld 
is so anxious to have adopted now had been 
in force since the close of the Democratic 
Southern rebellion war what kind of a place 
would Elgin be? It is not difficult to imagine. 

The population of the town in 1870, four 
years after the watch works were started there, 
was 5,443, In 1850 it had 2,300 and in 1860 
about 3,000. It was a country village. Had 
there been no protective duty on watches in 
1866 watchmaking would not have been start- 
ed there. If the cheap watches of England 
and Switzerland had been let in duty free it 
would have been impossible to make any but 
the very poorest and commonest kinds in the 
United States unless workingmen had been 
willing to take Swiss wages, which they have 
never shown any signs of a readiness to do. 
Had there been no protection on watches the 
Chicago capitalists who founded the Elgin 
works never would have invested their money 
in the business, and the population of the town 
would at least be smaller than it is now by the 
number of workmen employed in the factory, 
their families, and those of the shopkeepers, 
mechanics, ete., who minister to their wants, 
and all the people attracted there by its pres- 
ence. As protection gave to Elgin its great- 
est industry, how can the voters of that town 
see any advantage to them in free trade? 

As has been stated, Elgin is the great center 
of the butter, cheese, and milk jindustry of 
this State. Would it nave been so but for pro- 
tection and the diversification of industries 
and pursuits which follow in its wake? The

convince them that they are standing in their 
own light. They would do better to count on 
smaller profits per passenger, and a greater 
number of them, than on the fewer. patrons 
who are willing to pay what they regard as 
high rates under the circumstances.

That would amount 
to 12% cents per ton per mile, baggage in- 
cluded, which is ten to fifteen times the 
amount charged for other freight; and if less 
weight can be got into a car there is the com- 
pensating advantage that it costs nothing to 
the company to load or unload the passenger- 
car, and there is no work or charge in 
handling the contents in warehouses before 
or after transportation is performed. 

Since the railroads seem determined to be 
illiberal to the Fair they might as well exact 
full regular rates both ways and be done with 
it. Why hold out a false pretense of wanting 
to make concestions on freight and passen- 
gers, when the fact is they insist on exacting 
more than they have been in the habit of 
charging on occasions where the volume of 
business to be done was perhaps not a quarter 
of what they expect to get from the Fair? 
Why not come out Boldly and announce that 
they propose to exact the full pound of flesh, 
and say they intend to squeeze the last penny 
out of the public in their power? Certainly it 
is not philanthropy, noreven a sound busi- 
ness policy, that prevents them from doing 
this. It must be some iess noble motive, such 
as a faint sense of shame, that prompts the 
half-hearted concession which is no conces- 
sion at all.

He Lost Quite a Tidy Sum and Is Propor- 
tionately Sorry.

Sullivan is a much older man than Corbett, and 
after the numerous fights he has had I would 
prefer to see him wear the championship belt. 
Corbett is young, and a battle lost would 
count but little. As the thing now stands it 
would be hard for Sullivan to secure backers 
if he challenged Corbett. A fight between the 
champion and Peter Jackson would now be 
of exceptional interest.

Man Who Examined the

Boston, Mass., Sept. 8.—[ Special. — Dr. D. 
A. Sargent, Director of the Harvard Gymna. 
sium, whose examination of John L. Sulli- 
van’s physique and report thereon were pub- 
lished throughout the country a couple of 
weeks ago, was asked today what he thought 
of the result of the contest in view of the ex- 
ceptionally high rating he had given the ex- 
champion in that report.

I do not feel that I ought to express any 
opinion. You must bear in mind in the first 

that I made this examination, not with 
reference to Sullivan’s comitig fight, but solely 
because I am en and have been for years 
in making special researches alongthis line of 
hysical development, the net results of which 
1 to publish in the future. My report 
must not be understood as an indorsement of 
Sullivan’s merits as a prize fighter, for the ex- 
amination was not made for that. purpose at 
all. I knew that I would have to get 
him then or not at all, for I realized 
that he was 1 the climax of 
his powers, as all men do, whether they are 
prize-fighters, orators, or what not. The se- 
cret of Sullivan’s failure is found in the very 
fact of his 838 Just compare this pho- 
tograph of him taken in 1882 and this one 
taken a few months ago.

HELD UP BY TRAIN ROBBERS. 


Santa Fe Passenger Stopped in the Chero- 
kee Strip. 

Guraatg, Ok., Sept. 8.—The 11:40 passen- 
ger train of the Santa Fé read was late arriv- 
ing owing to the fact that it was stopped at 
Wharton, in the Cherokee Strip, a station 
twenty miles north of this city. The robbers 
had their horses hitched near the depot, and

Ed Kitching, the conductor, says that when 
his train stopped to take water he walked 
down the track and was met by his engineer 
and fireman, with three other men. 
volvers were leveled at him and the robbers 
went on until they reached the express 
car. When they demanded admittance 
they were refused by Messenger George Wag- 
ner. The robbers then opened fire and a fu- 
sillade followed. Wagner and his assistant 
stood their ground until after the engineer 
and fireman and conductor freed themselves 
from the robbers and the trnin pulled out. 

When the train reached Wharton three men 
mounted the engine and ordered Fireman 
Ross and Engineer Spoonaugher to get down. 
Then they compelled Ross to accompan 
them to the express door and tol 
him to batter it down, When the first blow 
was struck on the door the express messenger 
fired through it. The fireman stepped back, 
but the nen again commanded him to con- 
tinue work. Again his blows fell on the door. 
It was soon felled ; the robbers entered at once, 
broke open the safe, but it was empty. The 
expressmen had opened it while the door was 
being broken ih and hidden most of 
the contents.

New York, Sept. &—(|Special.]—A meeting 
of the Board of Directors of the Metropolitan 
Opera-House was held today, and it was re 
solved unanimously to set about repairing the 
damages caused by the fire of Saturday, Aug. 
27, immediately. Those who were present 
were James A. Roosevelt, William C. Whit- 
ney, William K. Vanderbilt, George Peabody 
Wetmore, George Griswold Haven, Robert 
Goelet, Henry G. Marquand, George W. 
Curtis, Luther Kountze, and Adrian Iselin. 
Mr. Roosevelt says that the questions of ex- 
pense and time were not thoroughly discussed 


today, but that those factors would be taken 


up at length in the more important meeting 
tomorrow. 
Wo feel,” said he, that the opera-house 
has grown to be too important a feature of 
our social and musical life to be readily given 
up.

topher Columbus "—Mrs. M. L. Littleton 
of Nashville, Tenn., the Author of the 
Play, and Mrs. W. Newton Lynch of 
West Virginia Are the Two Women In- 
terested—Plans for the Dedication. 


Christopher Columbus is the name given 
to a spectacular play which it. is proposed to 
present inside the grounds of Jackson Park 
during the World’s Fair, providing a conces- 
sion may be obtained. Twe women are back 
of the enterprise, one of the bwo the author of 
the play, and it is their purpose, if the conces- 
sion is secured, to build and thoroughly equip 
a modern playhouse with full scenic effects 
and to secure and train for the work the 200 
people necessary to present it in an acceptable 
and creditable manner. 

Mrs. M. L. Littleton of Nashville, Tenn., is 
the author of Christopher Columbus.“ The 
libretto is entirely the work of her pen, and 
both in scene and action it will be as nearly 
historically correct as is possible. Washington 
Irving’s conception of Columbus has been car- 
ried out in the libretto, and many of the 
scenes entire, as well as the costumes to be 
used, are to be taken from famous paintings 
which are from the period they represent and 
are, therefore, corsidered entirely correct as 
to details. 

Associated with Mrs. Liftleton in the pro- 
posed enterprise is Mrs. W. Newton Linch, 
one of the members of the Board of Lady 
Managers from West Virginia whose home is 
in Martinsburg in that State. She 1s also a 
member of the’ Executive committe of the 
Board of Lady Managers.

The Profile of Columbus to Be Taken from 
‘ a Medal Struck in Madrid. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Sept. 8.—[Special.]— 

Mint Director Leech and Supt. Bobyshell of 


the Philadelphia branch held a consultation 


at the Treasury Department today relative to 
the designs for the proposed souvenir coins 
for the Culumbian Exposition. As a result of 
the “conference a cablegram was sent to 
Madrid requesting the Spanish Government 
to forward immediately one of the medals 
struck at that capital in commemoration of 
the 400th anniversary of the discovery of 
America. This step was taken with a view to 
securing a perfect impression of the profile 
of Columbus which marks the obverse of the 
medal, this portrait of the great explorer hav- 
ing been adopted by the Fair management 
for the same place on the souvenir coins. A 
model was submitted by Col. Bobyshell of 
the Western Hemisphere which it is purposed 
to place on the reverse of the coins, but in- 
stead of making it merely a representation of 
North and South America a globe will be 
shown with these countries in a raised effect 
similar to the coat of arms of the United 
States now used on all the coins of this coun- 
try.

EXCHANGED THEIR PREPARED CASES, 


Bering Sea Statements Forwarded and Re- 
ceived by the Contestants, 

Wasuinatoy, D. C., Sept. 8.— The second 
phase of the Bering Sea arbitration has been 
passed in safety and closed yesterday with the 
exchange of cases between the agents of the 
principals. The preparation of the original 
case for the United States has largely en- 
gaged the attention of Secretary J. W. Foster. 
It embodies a most minute historical colla- 
tion of the acts connected with the Russian 
ownership of Alaska so far as they bear upon 
the question of maritime jurisdiction in Ber- 
ing Sea and control of the seal fisheries, 
There is also an exhaustive analysis of the cor- 
respondence early in the present con- 
troversy between the Governments of 
Great Britain and Russia touching 
the question of jurisdiction ; a recital of the Rus- 
sian ukase reserving the waters of Bering Sea 
for the exclusive use of Russian fishermen and 
sealers, and a strong argument to show that 
the entire right of jurisdiction asserted by 
Russia was acquired by the United States un- 
der the terms of the treaty of cession nego- 
tiated by Secretary Seward in 1867. All the 
ammunition is not exhausted yet. It may 
safely be assumed that the representatives of 
the United States have reserved sufficient 
material to enable them to make a 
strong counter-ease, This will be the next, or 
third, phase of the arbitration. Senator Mor- 
gan, the only one of the arbitrators now in 
this country, has been supplied with a copy of 
the British case, and the representatives of 
the. United States Government have already 
begun to scrutinize thedocuments with a view 
to preparing the counter-case, or the reply as 
it may be termed, and this latter work is like- 
ly to occupy their attention fur many weeks.

REVISING CHOLERA STATISTICS. 


Hamburg Returns Shown to Be Incom- 
plete—Vicéims in Unmarked Graves. 
iSPRCIAL CABLE. | 
Hustgund. Sept. 8. — The Senate Cholera 
Commission in a meeting yesterday decided 
to instruct the Statistical Bureau to revise the 
colera statistics of the Medical Bureau, as 
these showed a discrepancy of over 2,000 in 
the twenty-four hours ending Sept. 6 at 10 a. 
m. Six hundred and ninety bodies were 
buried in one ceinetery on the 5th iast. There 
were 674 new cases and 264 deaths in Ham- 
burg, according to a statement made by the 
Berlin. Sanitary Commission. The City of 
Hamburg has voted a credit of 500,000 marks 
for the immediate expenses of the citizens. 
The committee collected in two days 
— marks, and further collections 
5 the total to 400,900 marks. Much 
pore, however, is needed. Many bodies 
brought from hospitals have been buried as 
unknown dead. relatives often do not 
now of the deaths until days after burial.
